[HE  LINCOLN  HISTORICAL  RESEARCH 
FOUNDATION  is  dedicated  to  per- 
petuate an  active  interest  in  the  life 
of  Abraham  Lincoln,  to  inspire  in 
every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  the  United 
States  a  keener  appreciation  of  Lincoln's 
ideals,  and  to  contribute  to  Lincoln  Lore 
through  original  study  and  research. 

Although  the  Foundation  has  been  in  exist- 
ence only  slightly  more  than  four  years,  it  has 
already  gathered  together  in  its  museum  at 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  the  most  complete  library 
of  literature  dealing  with  the  Emancipator's 
life  ever  assembled  through  private  enter- 
prise. This  collection,  numbering  more  than 
25,000  pieces,  is  the  most  extensive  array  of 
literature  pertaining  to  any  one  man,  Biblical 
characters  excepted.  Books,  pamphlets,  let- 
ters, photographs,  medals,  official  documents, 
and  curios  of  all  kinds  make  up  the  collection. 

The  Foundation  came  into  being  on  February 
12,  1928.  It  was  organized  by  officers  of  the 
Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance  Company  of 
Fort  Wayne  and  was  endowed  by  that  com- 
pany in  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  Robert  T. 
Lincoln,  last  surviving  son  of  the  martyred 
President,  granted  the  company  permission  to 
use  his  father's  name  and  favorite  photograph 
in  connection  with  the  company's  business. 

From  its  beginning,  the  Foundation's  activi- 
ties have  been  directed  by  Dr.  Louis  A.  Warren, 
one  of  the  foremost  Lincolnian  scholars  and 
author  of  Lincoln's  Parentage  and  Childhood. 
Doctor  Warren  began  his  studies  of  Lincoln  15 
years  ago  while  editor  of  the  Larue  County 
Herald  at  Hodgenville,  Ky.,  where  Lincoln  was 
born.  Out  of  the  musty  records  of  Kentucky 
courts,  he  unearthed  many  forgotten  incidents 
dealing  with  Lincoln's  boyhood  and  his  early 
struggles  for  knowledge.    Doctor  Warren  con- 


tributed  many  new  facts  in  conection  with 
Lincoln's  ancestors  and  definitely  established 
as  falsehoods  many  of  the  attacks  on  Lincoln's 
humble  beginnings. 

Although  Doctor  Warren  has  since  made  a 
complete  study  of  the  Emancipator's  entire 
life,  he  is  best  known  for  his  studies  of 
Lincoln's  youth  and  was  recognized  in  1929  by 
Lincoln  Memorial  University,  which  awarded 
him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Letters. 

Under  Doctor  Warren's  leadership,  the 
LINCOLN  HISTORICAL  RESEARCH  FOUNDATION 
has  progressed  along  manifold  lines.  Seven 
distinct  bureaus  have  been  working  toward 
the  common  goal  of  inspiring  a  greater  appre- 
ciation of  Abraham  Lincoln.  One  of  these 
bureaus  provides  speakers  for  clubs  and  soci- 
eties desiring  to  commemorate  some  anniver- 
sary of  Lincoln's  life. 

Because  of  his  personal  devotion  to  tho 
study  of  Lincolniana,  Doctor  Warren  is  in  great 
demand  as  a  speaker  and  is  always  willing  to 
accommodate  clubs 
and  societies  desiring 
a  Lincoln  lecture  on 
their  program.  No 
charge  is  made 
for  these  lectures 
but  organizations 
sponsoring  Doctor  War- 
ren's address  are  ex- 
pected to  bear  his 
moderate  travelling  ex- 
penses to  and  from  Fort 
Wayne.  He  has  a  num- 
ber of  Lincoln  lectures 
in  his  repertoire,  but 
can  adjust  his  address 
to  meet  particular  re- 
quirements.
